BARCLAYS BANK LIMITED 


THE SITUATION 


IN THE UNITED STATES 


MR. F. C. GOODENOUGH’S ADDRESS 


The Thirty-ninth Ordinary General Meeting of the share- 
holders of Barclays Bank Limited was held, on January 18, at 
Southern House, Cannon Street, London, E.C. . 

Mr. Frederick Craufurd Goodenough, D.C.L. (chairman of 
the bank), presiding, said : The net profit for the year ended De- 
cember 31 last, after having made full provision for all bad and 
doubtful debts not already provided for, as well as for other 
contingencies, amounted to the sum of £1,604,679 14s. 8d., to 
which has to be added the sum of £577,760 14s. 10d. brought for- 
ward from the previous year, making together a total of 
£2,182,440 9s. 6d. to be dealt with. The profit for the year 
shows a small increase as compared with the previous year. 

There has been practically no improvement during the year 
in money market conditions. The Bank of England rate has con- 
tinued at 2 per cent., and the London bankers’ deposit rate has 
been 4 per cent. throughout the year. The rate of discount for 
three months fine Bank bills averaged 13s. 2d. per cent. per 
annum during the first half of the year, and the average has been 
slightly higher at 14s. 7d. per cent. per annum during the second 
half of the year. The average rate for the year, therefore, has 
been 13s. 10d. per cent. per annum, which compares with an 
average rate of £1 17s. id. per cent. per annum for the previous 

ear. 

. There has been little demand by customers for fresh loans. 
In fact, a further reduction has taken place in the total of loans 
granted, as will be seen by the balance-sheet. The percentage of 
advances to customers to the total of deposit and current 
accounts has declined to the exceptionally low ratio of 39-3 per 
cent., compared with 40-11 per cent. on December 31, 1932, and 
51-32 per cent. at the end of the year 1931. 


CONVERSION OPERATIONS 


The easy money conditions which have existed for the greater 
part of the last two years have, to some extent, been artificial. 
‘They have been accentuated through inactivity in trade and in- 
dustry, the lack of opportunity for the employment of funds, 
together with the influx of money from abroad, and have served 
to stimulate activity in the stock and share markets. These 
conditions have produced a rise in the market values of gilt- 
edged securities and in investments of a more speculative charac- 
ter. Favourable opportunities have therefore been created for 
the conversion to lower rates of interest of many old outstanding 
loans, and for issues of fresh capital. These opportunities have 
been taken advantage of on a large scale by the British 
Dominions, India and by many of the British county and munici- 
pal authorities. The result has been greatly to improve the finan- 
cial position of these borrowers and to help materially in the 
general progress of recovery. 


THE ALLOCATION OF PROFITS 


Having regard to the present somewhat more favourable out- 
look, and to the fact that we are able to feel that quiet and 
steady progress should be possible in the adjustment of condi- 
tions to meet the present economic difficulties, as well as to the 
sound and strong position of the bank, both in the matter of 
liquidity and reserves, the directors have decided to recommend 
to the shareholders the payment of dividends at the same rates 
as for the year 1932. 


UNITED STATES SITUATION 


After referring to international conditions generally and allud- 
ing in particular to the position in Germany and France, as wel] 
as the World Economic Conference, the chairman turned to the 
situation in the United States. 

The financial crisis there, which was imminent a year ago, de- 
veloped with great rapidity. Its shock has been terrific, and its 
consequences in the future will have a far-reaching effect. The 
immediate cost of the crisis cannot be exactly calculated. Quite 
apart from the individual losses, which have been enormous, 
there remains the financial cost to the country as a whole, arising 
out of the steps which it was considered necessary to take, in the 
interests of the country, to avoid a catastrophe. Some indication 
of the cost will be apparent from the very serious deficit esti- 
mated to amount to 9,000 million dollars on the Federal Budget 
for the two years ended June, 1935. This deficit, it is antici- 
pated, will have to be met by loans. The loans will increase the 
gross Federal Debt to about 32,000 million dols., which compares 
with about 22,500 million dols. in June, 1933, and 17,000 million 
dols. in June, 1929, and will add considerably to the sum which 
will have to be raised by taxation for the service of the debt. 

The President has not yet disclosed how all these loans are to 
be raised. It has also not yet been indicated by what precise 
measures the available volume of credit is to be expanded for 
such large operations as will be necessary, but the proposal to 
devalue the dollar by between 40 per cent. and 50 per cent., 
and to take possession of all the monetary gold in the country, 
‘will facilitate eg | and credit expansion and the raising of 
the requisite loans. In addition, the Government will secure a 
large profit through acquiring the gold at the former parity and 
utilising it at the new one. Out of this profit it is proposed to 
establish a fund of 2,000 million dols., which, according to the 
President, is to be used “* for such purchases and sales of gold, 
foreign exchange, and Government securities as regulation of the 





currency, maintenance of the credit of the Government, and the 
general welfare of the United States may require.’’ 
THE DOLLAR AND PRICES 

It may be assumed that, with the devaluation of the dollar, 
prices and wages in the United States will ultimately adjust 
themselves to a higher level, but this may prove a somewhat 
lengthy operation in the case of a country like America, whose 
overseas trade forms a relatively small proportion of the whole, 
It must be remembered that there is no automatic relationship 
between the value of gold and the value of commodities, and 
should the internal purchasing power of the dollar remain in 
excess of its exchange value for a long period there may be 
serious repercussions upon world prices and international trade. 
In May last the Government of the United States obtained 
powers to inflate the currency. These powers were no doubt 
precautionary, for use only in case of need in order to meet an 
emergency such as might easily have arisen. The exercise of 
them has not proved necessary, and it may be confidently felt 
that any risk of serious catastrophe arising out of the recent 
crisis has been successfully averted by the President, upon whose 
shoulders has fallen the responsibility of dealing with a situation 
of unparalleled difficulty. 

Notwithstanding the declaration in the President’s announce- 
ment to Congress of the monetary policy to be pursued by the 
United States, there still remain many important points of doubt 
as to his intentions, more sanuaalie in that portion of his 
message which states that ‘‘ because of the world uncertainties 
I do not believe that it is desirable in the public interest that 
the exact value of the dollar should be now fixed.’’ In this 
connection it is necessary to recall his previous statement indi- 
cating that the United States was aiming at the establishment 
of some form of ‘‘ commodity dollar ’’’ which would presumably 
be regulated in value either by constantly altering its equivalent 
gold content or by manipulating the volume of outstanding 
currency and credit, or by some combination of both. 


AMERICAN TARIFF POLICY 


Apart from the recent crisis in the United States and the steps 
that have been taken to meet it, which, in many directions, 
have been attended with remarkable success, as well as such 
other measures as may now be found necessary in order to deal 
with the immediate situation, there will still remain for America 
the main problem of tariffs in relation to her position as a great 
creditor country. The need for dealing with this problem must 
never be overlooked when considering the financial and economic 
outlook for America. She will have to decide sooner or later 
whether or not it is economically possible for her present position 
to be maintained or whether she will be compelled by unseen 
forces to choose between the two. 

There has grown up, not only in the United States but also in 
other countries, including Great Britain, a spirit which is 
antagonistic towards international trade and demands _ that 
nothing that can be made internally shall be purchased from 
abroad. At the same time, this policy insists that exports shall 
bs encouraged by artificial measures in order to increase employ- 
ment. Such a policy, as I think, is largely the outcome of want 
of confidence, due to the unsatisfactory post-War conditions 
throughout the world. 

So far as the United States are concerned, the policy, which I 
venture to say is bound to prove itself unsound, is fortunately 
opposed by Mr. Wallace, the Secretary for Agriculture, who 
makes it clear that, in his opinion, the United States, if they 
wish to be a factor in international trade, must co-operate with 
other countries in the exchange of goods. 


THE OTTAWA AGREEMENTS 

In the meantime, so far as Great Britain is concerned, every 
effort should be made to take full advantage of the various 
international agreements between ourselves and other countries 
already entered into or which it may be possible to make, while 
at the same time developing and extending the Ottawa Agree- 
ments. It is too early to judge the ultimate results of the 
Ottawa Agreements, but they promise to be satisfactory, and 
benefits accruing in certain directions, notably in the turnover 
of British trade with South Africa and the West Indies and 
Canada, as experienced by our subsidiary banks operating in 
those areas, have been most encouraging. The same improve- 
ment may be said to exist in regard to trade with Australia, 
where, however, we are not established. 


GOOD HOPE FOR THE FUTURE 

Turning once more to our own country, a great amount of 
steady improvement has been made during the past year, and 
there is good hope for the future. It must be kept constantly 
in mind that improvement can only be slow, because of the 
difficulties of other nations which tend to delay that universal 
progress without which the damage done by the War, and the 
many subsequent mistakes in policy, cannot be repaired: There 
is no justification whatever for a boom, which would do great 
harm and give the country a real setback. In the meantime, 
it is a matter for congratulation that we are upon a sound 
financial basis. 

The report and accounts were unanimously adopted.

BARCLAYS BANK 


(DOMINION, COLONIAL AND OVERSEAS) 
MR. F. C. GOODENOUGH’S REVIEW 


The Eighth Ordinary General Meeting of the shareholders of 
Barclays Bank (Dominion, Colonial and Overseas) was held on 
January 18 at Southern House, Cannon Street, London, E.C. 

Mr. Frederick C. Goodenough, D.C.L., the chairman, presid- 
ing, said, turning to the balance-sheet I would mention at the 
outset that in comparing the figures for the year ended Septem- 
ber 30, 1933, with those for the previous year it should be 
remembered that the Union of South Africa abandoned the gold 
standard in December, 1932, from which time the former 
premium in the South African pound over sterling has dis- 
appeared. 

Notwithstanding the lower sterling value for the South 
African figures, the total, as shown in the balance-sheet for the 
year, stands at the increased amount of £85,225,000, as com- 
pared with a total of £82,535,000 at September 30, 1932. 

On the liabilities side of the accounts our current, deposit, 
and other accounts amount to £74,500,000, which compares with 
£71,600,000 for the previous year. ‘This is an increase on 
balance of approximately £3,000,000, after allowing for a reduc- 
tion owing to the South African balances now being taken at a 
lower figure as the result of South Africa going off gold. 

‘‘ Notes in circulation ’’ show little change as compared with 
last year, while ‘‘ Acceptances and other liabilities on account 
of customers,’’ at £3,342,000, are lower by £200,000. The 
capital and the reserve fund of the bank remain unchanged at 
£4,975,500 and £1,650,000 respectively. 


INCREASE IN LIQUID RESOURCES 


On the assets side of the balance-sheet, as was to be expected 
in view of the curtailment in the opportunities for the employ- 
ment of funds, there has been an increase in our liquid re- 
sources. ‘‘ Cash in hand, etc.,’’ amounts to £15,698,000, and 
shows an increase of £1,200,000 as compared with last year. 
“* Money at call and short notice,’’ at £1,625,000, is lower on 
the year by £200,000, while ‘‘ Remittances in transit,’’ at 
£2,168,000, show an increase of £800,000. ‘‘ Bills discounted,’’ 
at £10,800,000, are lower by £1,900,000 than for the previous 
year, and, to some extent, this decrease reflects the lower values 
of commodities financed in this way. 

Qur investments, the bulk of which consists of short-dated 
Gilt-edged securities, are taken into the accounts at below 
market price. Our holdings represent a considerable increase 
compared with last year, as was inevitable in the circumstances 
which I have mentioned. The total in the balance-sheet is £27 
million, compared with £18 million for last year. 

Advances to customers stand at £21,894,000 and show a reduc- 
tion of £6 million on the year. Some portion of the decrease is, 
of course, accounted for by the lower sterling value at which 
the South African figures are now brought into our accounts. 
The remainder of the decrease represents the reduced demand 
for accommodation. 

The ‘‘ Bank premises ’’ account stands at £2,482,000, being an 
increase of £61,000 during the year. 


PROFIT AND LOSS ACCOUNT 


The net profit for the year ended September 30, 1933, after 
making full provision for bad and doubtful debts, amounts to 
the sum of £371,548 14s. 6d., to which has to be added the sum 
of £215,884 12s. 5d., brought forward from the previous year, 
making a total of £587,433 6s. 1lld. to be dealt with. The 
amount of the net profit is approximately the same as for the 
previous year. I reminded the shareholders last year that, 
should there be no improvement in the conditions for trade and 
industry, money must continue to be employed at very low rates, 
and that the lower prices of commodities must be again reflected 
in reduced earnings by the bank. These unfavourable conditions 
have unfortunately continued, commodity prices having, in some 
cases, fallen even lower during the year under review, but, 
fortunately, we have been able to make up for the reduced 
earnings under these headings in other ways, so that our net 
results for the year have not suffered. 

Out of the profits for the year, we have appropriated £50,000 
towards provision for income-tax, and £100,000 towards con- 
tingency account. Interim dividends at the rate of 8 per cent. 
per annum on the cumulative preference shares and at the rate 
of 44 per cent. per annum on the ‘‘ A’”’ and ‘‘ B”’ shares, less 
income-tax in each case at 4s. 5d. in the £, were paid in July 
last. We now recommend the payment of final dividends at the 
rate of 8 per cent. per annum on the cumulative preference shares 
and at the rate of 5 per cent. per annum on the “ A ”’ and “BB” 
shares, less income-tax in each case at 4s. 2d. inthe £. The divi- 
dend for the year, therefore, on the ‘‘ A ’”’ and ‘‘ B ”’ shares is at 
the rate of 43 per cent., which is the same as for last year. 

After making these appropriations, there remains a balance 
of £216,476 to be carried forward, which is slightly more than 
the amount brought in from the previous year. 

The directors desire to place on record their appreciation of 
the unfailing assistance which they have received throughout the 
year from the London Committee and from the local boards of 
the bank established overseas—namely, the South African Board 
in Pretoria, the Cape Local Board, the Rhodesian Committee, 
and the Egyptian Local Board in Alexandria. 

IT am pleased to have the opportunity of telling the share- 
holders that arrangements have been made by the board of 
directors of Barclays Bank, Limited, and of this bank to enable 
approved members of our staff to join Barclays Bank Widows’ 
Fund. The report and accounts were unanimously adopted.

MICHAEL NAIRN AND GREENWICH, 
LIMITED 


SIR MICHAEL NAIRN’S STATEMENT 


The Twelfth Annual General Meeting of the shareholders of 
Michael Nairn and Greenwich, Limited, was held, on Janu- 
ary 18, at Winchester House, Old Broad Street, London, E.C. 

Sir Michael Nairn, Bt. (chairman of the company), presiding, 
said : The accounts are now in your hands, from which you will 
see that our revenue is somewhat lower than for the preceding 
year. The dividends from investments, interest, etc., amount to 
£195,129 19s. 2d., as compared with £216,832 14s. lld. for 1932, 
but we are in the position of being able to recommend a final 
dividend of 74 per cent., which, with the 5 per cent. interim divi- 
dend already paid, makes a total of 124 per cent., less income 
tax, for the year, and to carry forward £50,770 1s. 3d., as against 
£64,978 3s. 9d. last year. 

Although the actual dividends received from the subsidiary 
companies, as you will notice, are less than for the previous year, 
I am glad to be able to report that the volume of business done 
by the main subsidiary companies has materially increased, and 
this follows a reduction in the selling prices of the products 
of these companies, which took place in February of last year. 
But I am sure you will agree that the steady maintenance of a 
124 per cent. annual dividend since 1923 in face of keen com- 
petition and several years of acute economic depression is a 
tribute not only to the efficient mE, ge of our subsidiary 

policy which the direc- 
tors have always made a governing consideration. 


THE POSITION AT GREENWICH 

During some investigations which were made in the early pay 
of the year it became apparent that it would be more economical 
to produce the goods at present being manufactured at Green- 
wich at the works of Michael Nairn and Co. in Kirkcaldy. 
Such items as cost of power, rates, and general overhead ex- 
penses are materially less in the north than in the south, and 
while the modern tendency for industry is to drift from north to 
south, we, for practical considerations, some of which I have 
already mentioned, have decided to reverse the process and 
transfer the manufacture of the Greenwich class of goods to 
Kirkcaldy, as soon as arrangements could be made. 

In view of this decision it became obvious that the continuance 
of the Greenwich Company was superfluous and the normal tech- 
nical machinery was set in motion for the purpose of winding up 
that company. Offers had been made to the preference share- 
holders on terms which I think no one can say were ungenerous, 
while arrangements were put in hand for repaying the debentures 
at the premium provided for at the time of issue. 


HIGH STANDARD OF PRODUCTS 


The transfer from Greenwich to Kirkcaldy we hope to com- 
mence very soon, although it will take some years to complete. 
I can, however, assure our friends in the trade that the high 
standard for which the Greenwich Company have always been 
renowned will be fully maintained. Arrangements are also being 
made for full stocks to be carried at various centres so that goods 
will be delivered in all parts of the country with the same 
promptitude in the future as they have been from Greenwich in 
the past. In order to conserve the rights and goodwill of the 
Greenwich name a new company under the same designation with 
a nominal capital will be formed. 

The Fife Linoleum Company was a small company whose 
premises were, if I may use the expression, sandwiched between 
some of our works in Ae cader and when considering the loca- 
tion for the transfer of the Greenwich Works, the directors of 
Michael Nairn and Company visualised the possibility of ac- 
quiring this company. An offer was accordingly made by the 
directors of Michael Nairn and Company, the result being that 
the Fife Company’s assets, including their whole premises and 
land situated in Kirkcaldy and elsewhere, were acquired. The 
Fife Company is now in process of being wound up and the 
buildings are being prepared for the installation of part of the 
Greenwich plant. 

So far as the future is concerned, I think we may enter the 
New Year with good heart and renewed confidence. The clouds 
of depression seem to be slowly lifting and our associated com- 
panies’ reports show improvements in trade conditions both at 
home and abroad. , 


CHAIRMAN’S FORTHCOMING BUSINESS TOUR 


I may mention in closing that I intend, in the interests of our 
associated companies, to leave shortly for an extended tour 
abroad. I go first to Australia to visit the works in Sydney and 
arrange for the appointment of a new managing director for the 
Australian Company. I hope to meet many of the friends with 
whom we have business relations, and afterwards pay a visit 
to New Zealand and call on our friends in that Dominion. I 
intend to return via Vancouver, and while in Canada to spend 
some time in Montreal, where the Nairn Company have consider- 
able business interests. I hope also to be in the United States, 
where the Nairn Company have also interests.

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Summary of Contents 


Retail Trade Improvement (Page 126) 

A rise of 41 per cent. in the money value of 
sales is shown for last month as compared with 
December, 1982. This increase is the fourth and 
largest reported during the current trading year and 
would seem to indicate a real expansion in retail 
trade. For the eleven months February-December, 
1933, the decrease as compared with the correspond- 
ing period of the previous trading year was only 
0-3 per cent.

RETAIL TRADE IN DECEMBER AND IN FEBRUARY—DECEMBER 
COMPARISON OF 1933 WITH 1932 


In continuation of the statistics relating to Retail 
Trade prepared by the Bank of England* there is given 
on page 127 a table showing the relation of sales in 
December, 1933, and in the eleven months February- 
December, 1933, to sales in the corresponding periods 
of 1932. 

Figures are also given comparing the value at cost of 
stocks held and the number of persons employed at the 
end of December, 1933, with those for the same date 
in 1932. A smaller number of concerns supply this 
information; the Co-operative Societies in particular 
do not at present contribute to these sections. 

The great majority of contributors now report the 
number of days on which selling took place in their 
shops during the period to which their figures relate. 
Although this information does not permit the calcula- 
tion of average daily sales or the exact measurement 
of the difference in lengtl: between monthly selling 
periods in the two years, it has enabled certain adjust- 
ments to be made so that the figures in Table I refer 
to approximately comparable periods. 


SALES 


The money value of sales in December, 1933, was 
4-1 per cent. greater than in December, 1932, this in-

It will be seen that during 1933 the volume of 
imports rose steadily throughout the first three quarters 
of the year, and showed the usual in¢rease in the last 
quarter. ‘This increase in the middle of the year was 
contrary to the normal seasonal movement, imports 
generally being highest in the winter months and 
declining during the spring and summer. In the case 
of United Kingdom exports, the volume in the last 
quarter of 1933 was about 5 per cent. more than a year 
earlier, though still 11 per cent. below that of the 
corresponding quarter of 1930. 

Average values of imports, which in the first quarter 
of 1933 were 5 per cent. lower than in the last quarter 
of 1932, rose throughout the year to an average about 
the same as a year earlier. Average values of exports 
showed little change throughout the year, the range of 
variation being under 2 per cent. The lowest average 
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values for imports and for British exports in any recent 
year were recorded during the first and second quarters 
of 1933 respectively. For re-exports the lowest average 
value was recorded during the fourth quarter of 1932.

Food, Drink and Tobacco.—The volume of retained 
imports of food, drink and tobacco during 1933 was 
2 per cent. less than in 1932, but 2 per cent. more 
than in 1930. Compared with a year earlier, increases 
were recorded for grain and flour (7 per cent.), feeding 
stuffs for animals (6 per cent.), and tobacco (21 per 
cent.). For the two first-named groups the volume 
of retained imports was higher than in 1930 by 11 and 
84 per cent., respectively, but in the case of tobacco 
there was a decline of 12 per cent. Imports of meat 
were 8 per cent. less and those of miscellaneous food 
and drink 4 per cent. less than a year earlier, although 
in each case they were still slightly larger than in 1930. 
Only in the case of living animals for food were 
imports smaller in volume than in both 1932 and 1930, 
the decrease being due in the main to the restrictions 
on imports from the Irish Free State. 


Average values in this class were about 6 per cent. 
lower than a year ago, and 29 per cent. below those 
of 1930. The decline compared with 1930 applied to 
all the groups comprised in this class, while meat was 
the only group to show an increase (4 per cent.) as 
compared with 1932. Average values of grain and 
flour declined between 1932 and 1933 by 11 per cent., 
and those of the miscellaneous food and drink group 
by 8 per cent. In comparison with 1930, these three 
main groups all showed declines of the order of 30 per 
cent. Comparing the fourth quarter of 1933 with the 
corresponding quarter a year earlier, there was a 
decline in average values in this class as a whole of 
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34 per cent., shared by all groups except meat, for 
which an increase of 8 per cent. was recorded. An 
increase in average values has been recorded quarter 
by quarter during the year, the index numbers for the 
four quarters being 69°8, 70°5, 71°9 and 72:6. 


Raw Materials.—The volume of retained imports of 
raw materials in 1933 showed increases of 10, 12 and 
5 per cent., respectively, compared with 1932, 1931 
and 1930. All the textile raw material groups showed 
increases compared with a year ago, viz.:—cotton, 
13 per cent.; wool, 3 per cent.; silk, 19 per cent.; and 
‘‘ other *’ textile materials, 9 per cent. In each case 
the volume of retained imports was higher than in 
either 1931 or 1930, the increase in respect of silk being 
very marked. Another important group for which 
substantially higher imports were shown in 1933 than 
in any of the preceding three years was undressed hides 
and skins, the volume of retained imports last year 
being nearly 50 per cent. greater than a year earlier 
and 80 per cent. greater than in 1930. Imports of 
wood and timber were over 20 per cent. larger than 
in 19382, but were slightly smaller than in 1930. 
Two other groups—paper-making materials and the 
miscellaneous group—showed a greater volume of 
retained imports last year than in 1930; in the former 
case, imports were higher than a year earlier by 2 per 
cent., but there was a slight decline in respect of the 
-“ miscellaneous ’’ group. Comparing the fourth 
quarter of 1933 with the corresponding period 
of 1932, retained imports in this class showed an in- 
crease of 19 per cent., the increase applying to all the 
groups except paper-making materials, for which a 
decline of 8 per cent. was recorded. 


During 1933, average values of raw materials im- 
ported and retained differed little from those of the 
preceding year, and were about 30 per cent. below 
those of 1930. There was, however, a marked increase 
in average values during the year, the index numbers 
for the four quarters being 65-8, 67°8, 70°4 and 73°6. 
For the last quarter of the year, average values were 
6 per cent. higher than in the corresponding quarter 
of 1932, and the index number for this quarter was the 
highest recorded since the third quarter of 1981. 
For the year as a whole cotton and wool showed rises 
of 5 and 8 per cent., respectively, compared with 1982, 
while declines were recorded in respect of wood and 
timber (4 per cent.), oilseeds, oils, ete. (5 per cent.), 
hides and skins (10 per cent.), and paper-making 
materials (7 per cent.). Though wool showed an in- 
crease in average value of only 8 per cent. for the 
year, average values during the fourth quarter were 
44 per cent. higher than a year earlier. 


Manufactured Articles.—The volume of retained 
imports of manufactured articles was 3 per cent. 
greater in 1933 than in 1932, but 33 per cent. below 
that of 1930. Only in the case of the manufactured 
oils group (which includes refined petroleum) did the 
volume last year exceed that of 1930, retained imports 
being over 7 per cent. larger than three years earlier 
and 12 per cent. more than in 1932. There was an 
increase of 9 per cent. in retained imports of non- 
ferrous metals and manufactures compared with a 
year earlier, but imports of iron and steel and manu- 
factures were only 70 per cent. of those in 1982 and 
little more than one-third of the imports in 1930, 
while imports of machinery were about 17 per cent. 
less than in 1932 and less than half those in 1930. 
In the case of cotton yarns and manufactures there 
was an increase, compared with 1932, of 36 per cent., 
but imports were still only a quarter of those in 1930, 
while woollen yarns and manufactures, although some 
5 per cent. more than in 1932, were only about one- 
sixth of those in 1930. Imports of pottery, glass, etc., 
increased by 15 per cent., those of apparel by 13 per 
cent., and those of leather and manufactures by 9 per 
cent. compared with the previous year, and there was 
an increase of 5 per cent. in respect of paper and 
cardboard.

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Average values of manufactured articles imported 
and retained were 7 per cent. lower than in 1932, and 26 
per cent. below those of 1930. The largest declines com- 
pared with 1932 were in respect of the manufactured 
oils group and paper and cardboard (12 per cent. in 
each case), the miscellaneous group (8 per cent), and 
apparel (7 per cent.). The most important increase 
was in respect of non-ferrous metals and manufac. 
tures, average values of which rose by 2 per cent.—a 
movement accompanied, as already stated, by an 
appreciable increase in volume, and thus having a 
marked effect on average values of manufactured 
articles as a whole.

Food, Drink and Tobacco.—The volume of British 
exports of food, drink and tobacco in the fourth quarter 
of 1933 showed decreases of 5 and 23 per cent. re- 
spectively compared with the corresponding quarters 
of 1932 and 1930. Exports in the last quarter were 
greater in volume than in any of the three previous 
quarters, this increase being a normal seasonal move- 
ment. For the year as a whole, exports were 10 per 
cent, less than in 1932 and 28 per cent. less than in 
1930, a decrease compared with a year earlier being 
recorded for each of the food and drink groups, but a 
substantial increase in respect of tobacco. 


Average values of food, drink and tobacco exported 
in 1933 were 2 per cent. lower than in 1932 and 18 
per cent. lower than in 1930. Compared with a year 
earlier there were increases of 8 per cent. in respect 
of meat, and of 3 per cent. in respect of the mis- 
cellaneous food and drink group; the other groups 
showed declines, of which by far the largest (24 per 
cent.) was in respect of tobacco. Average values in the 
last quarter of 1933 were 5 per cent. less than in the 
preceding quarter, all the groups except meat sharing 1n 
this decline.

' In this way, aggregate figures are obtained, the comparisons of which with the actual values recorded for the 
year 1930 enable the extent of the influence of price changes, and the aggregate changes in the volume of goods 
imported and exported, to be estimated.

Raw Materials.—In the year 1938 exports of raw 
materials as a whole were 8 per cent. greater in 
volume than a year earlier; while exports of coal were 
practically unchanged, the remaining groups, repre- 
senting about one-third of the whole class in value, 
increased by 24 per cent. Exports of raw wool, 
waste, etc., increased by 57 per cent., and most 
of the other groups also showed an improvement, 
the only important groups for which declines 
were recorded being the unmanufactured oils, and 
the miscellaneous groups. Compared with 1930, 
exports of raw materials as a whole declined in 
volume by 17 per cent. and exports of coal by 27 per 
cent. The remaining groups thus showed a substan- 
tial increase in the aggregate, due mainly to an in- 
crease of 73 per cent. in respect of raw wool, etc., 
but four other groups of lesser importance also showed 
considerable increases. Comparing the last quarter of 
1933 with the corresponding quarter of 1932, there was 
no change in the volume of raw materials exported, 
notwithstanding appreciable increases shown for coal 
and raw wool. 


Average values of exports of raw materials in 1933 
were about 2 per cent. lower than in 1932 and 14 per 
cent. below those of 1930. In the last quarter they 
were, however, about 4 per cent. above those in the 
corresponding quarter a year earlier, and 5 per cent. 
above those in the immediately preceding quarter, the 
increase in each case being largely due to a marked 
increase in average values of raw wool, etc., exported. 
For both the whole year and for the last quarter the 
average value of the coal exported was less than 1 per 
cent, lower than a year earlier. 


Manufactured articles.—Exports of manufactured 
articles in the year 1938 were 3 per cent. greater than 
in 1932 and 6 per cent. greater than in 1931, although 
still only 79 per cent. of the exports in 1930. The 
progress, quarter by quarter, is shown in the following 
table, in connection with which it should be noted 
that exports of manufactured articles generally show 
a substantial rise in the last quarter of the year.

Five of the groups in the class showed an increase 
in the volume of exports as compared with 1930, 
viz., non-ferrous metals and manufactures, cutlery, 
hardware, etc., manufactures of textile materials 
other than cotton, wool or silk, leather and manu- 
factures and rubber manufactures, the increase, 
except for rubber manufactures, being less than 3 per 
cent. For each of these, and for eight of the remain- 
ing groups, an increase was recorded in comparison 
with 1932, the most marked being in respect of non- 
ferrous metals and manufactures (50 per cent.), due 
mainly to the record exports of tin. Exports of 
leather and manufactures increased in volume by 
40 per cent., and those of woollen goods by 14 per 
eent., but the latter were still 5 per cent. less 
shan in 1930. There was an increase of 12 per cent. 
in respect of the vehicles group, but exports were only 
a little over half those in 1930. The most substantial 
decreases, as compared with a year earlier, were re- 
corded for machinery, wood and timber manufac- 
tures and silk yarns and manufactures—-12 per cent.

in each case. Exports of cotton yarns and manu- 
factures declined by 5 per cent., and were 8 per cent. 
less in volume than in 1930. 


During the last quarter of 1933 nine of the groups 
included in this class showed increased exports com- 
pared with the corresponding period of both 1932 and 
1930, and a further eight showed increases last year 
compared with a year earlier, although still below the 
1930 level. Although exports of machinery, as men- 
tioned above, were smaller last year than in 1932, 
the comparison for the fourth quarter shows an in- 
crease in the later year. Other groups for which 
declines were recorded for the whole year 1933 as 
compared with 19382, but for which increases were 
shown in comparing the fourth quarters, were 
chemicals, drugs, dyes and colours, and paper and 
cardboard. 


Average values of exports of manufactured articles 
in 1933 were slightly below those of a year earlier, 
but in respect of some of the more important groups 
increases were recorded, the largest being in respect of 
non-ferrous metals and manufactures (17 per cent.). 
Only in one case—machinery—was the average 
value of the exports higher than in 1930, the increase 
in that case being partiy due to changes in the make- 
up of the group, All the textile groups and apparel 
showed decreases, of which the largest was in respect 
of woollen goods (7 per cent.). The following table 
shows that average values of exports of manufactured 
soods as a whole have remained practically constant 
since the middle of 1932 :—

THE PRESIDENT’S VISIT TO LANCASHIRE 


The President of the Board of Trade is visiting 
Lancashire this week to meet representatives of various 
sections of the cotton industry for the purpose of hear- 
ing at first hand their views on the problems that are 
facing the industry. 

His first meeting (to-day), after calling on the Lord 
Mayor at the Town Hall, is with the Special Com- 
mittee on Japanese Competition, and this will be 
followed by a meeting with the directors of the Man- 
chester Chamber of Commerce and luncheon with the 
members of the Chamber.

Trade Organisations, the body representing all sections 
of the cotton trade, including the operatives, and he 
will also meet the Indian Cotton Enquiry Committee, 
which was set up following the Ottawa Conference to 
promote the greater use of Indian cotton in Lancashire.

To-morrow, the President will pay a visit to the 
Shirley Institute in order to see the work which is 
being done by the British Cotton Industry Research 
Association.

(i) Pencils consisting of strips manufac- 
tured wholly or partly of graphite, carbon, 
chalk, gypsum, talc, colours or dyestuffs; and 
encased in wood, paper or other materials, but 
not including propelling pencils. 

(ii) Strips of the description set out above 
including those for propelling and other 
mechanical pencils. 


(b) For the addition to the Free List of sound track 
negatives complementary to negative cine- 
matograph films which, for the purposes of the 
Customs duties charged on cinematograph 
films by Section 3 of the Finance Act, 1925, 
are treated as if they were blank film. 


Any representations which interested parties may 
desire to make in regard to these applications should be

FEBRUARY HEARINGS

OVERSEAS TRADE IN OCTOBER, 1933 


The Monthly Summary of Oversea Imports and Exports 
for October, 1933, recently made available by the Common- 
wealth Statistician at Canberra, states that imports of 
merchandise (valued in British currency) amounted to 
£4,861,000 sterling in October, 1933, as compared with 
£4,888,000 sterling in September (in October, 1932, the 
corresponding figure was £5,236,000 sterling). Exports of 
merchandise (in British currency) were £9,028,000 sterling, 
as compared with £8,008,000 sterling. Imports showed 
little variation, while exports increased 13 per cent. in 
October, 1933, on the September figures. Compared with 
the corresponding month (October) of 1932, imports of 
merchandise in October, 1933, were 7 per cent. lower, the 
totals for the respective months being £5,236,000 sterling

ber, 1933 (values in British currency), were £9,028,000 
sterling, as against £7,189,000 sterling, an increase of 
26 per cent. The total imports, including bullion and specie, 
were £4,975,000 sterling in October, 1933, and £4,976,000 
sterling in September, 1933, and £5,306,000 sterling in 
October, 1932. The total exports (values in British currency) 
were £9,802,000 sterling in October, 1933, £8,642,000 sterling 
in September, 1933, and £7,754,000 sterling in October, 
1932. Imports of bullion and specie for the above periods 
were £114,000 sterling, £88,000 sterling and £70,000 
sterling, respectively, while exports of bullion and specie 
were £774,000 sterling, £634,000 sterling and £565,000 
sterling for the same periods.

It should be noted that the above are preliminary figures 
only and subject to revision. 

For the month of October, 1933, there was a favourable 
commodity balance of £4,167,000 sterling as compared with 
a favourable balance of £1,953,000 sterling in October, 1932. 
Taking bullion and specie into account, the favourable 
balance was £4,827,000 sterling as compared with a favour- 
able balance of £2,448,000 sterling in October, 1932. 

For the four months ended October, 1933, the commodity 
balance was favourable to the extent of £7,677,000 sterling, 
as compared with a favourable balance of £153,000 sterling 
in the corresponding period of 1932. Taking bullion and 
specie into consideration the total favourable balance for 
the four months of the trade year 1933-34 was £9,995,000 
sterling, as against a favourable balance of £2,258,000 
sterling during the four months of the trade year 1932-33. 

The preliminary figures for November, 1933, indicate that 
both imports and exports will be higher than for October.

Madras, January 13.—There has been moderate rainfall 
in parts of the Carnatic. The transplanting and sowing of 
paddy is going on in the Carnatic and central districts. 
Standing crops, mainly paddy, have been affected in North 
Arcot by want of rain and by a cyclone in South Arcot and 
Tanjore, otherwise their condition is fair. 


Punjab, January 15.—Light rain is benefiting standing 
crops but more is needed; the average rainfall is good. 
Severe cold is damaging crops in Hissar and Dera Ghazi 
Khan and a hailstorm has also damaged them in parts of 
Hissar. 


Central Provinces, January 13.—The weather has been 
cloudy and cool with scattered showers. The condition of 
rabi 1S good and prospects are promising. Cotton picking 
and juar harvesting is going on and the threshing and 
winnowing of paddy and other khariff crops is progressing. 


Assam, January 22.—The weather has been seasonable. 
Prospects and outturn of crops are fair. 


Bengal, January 22.—There has been no rain except for 
light showers. The harvesting of winter paddy has been 
completed and the preparatory tillage for autumn crops 
commenced. The transplantation of summer paddy seed- 
lings and the cutting and pressing of sugarcane is progress- 
ing. Standing crops are in fair condition. 


Bihar and Orissa.—No reports have been received owing to 
extensive damage in North Bihar caused by the earthquake.

WEATHER, CROPS AND TRADE 


Weather conditions in Barbados have been favourable 
for the crops which continue to make satisfactory progress. 





TRADE AND INDUSTRY—Continued 


The output of bananas in Jamaica is still very limited, 
with open market prices remaining unchanged. Total ex- 
ports of this fruit from January 1 to December 2, 1933, 
were 10,048,978 stems, as compared with 19,753,763 stems 
during the corresponding period of 1932. Prospects for 
ginger in the near future are reported to be bright, there 
being only small supplies available in London and New 
York. The demand from the United States for dyewoods 
has fallen off considerably owing to the exchange position, 
but moderate shipments are still going forward to Europe. 


Rainfall in Trinidad has been exceedingly heavy, with the 
result that the maturing of the sugar canes has been de- 
layed and conditions made very difficult for an early com- 
mencement of reaping operations. Considerable damage 
has been done to the coming cocoa crop through the exces- 
sive wet weather, and a very small outturn is consequently 
anticipated; the shortage, coupled with the continued de- 
pressed prices, makes the outlook for this commodity poor. 


As regards the Leeward and Windward Islands, trial ship- 
ments of grape fruit juice have recently been made from 
Dominica to the United Kingdom and Canada; the weather 
has been quite favourable for the sugar canes in Antigua 
and St. Kitts, which are in excellent condition and show 
vigorous growth; the new cocoa crop in Grenada is reported 
to be rather backward; the cane crop in St. Lucia is well 
advanced but the output will be adversely affected by the 
floods which resulted from the heavy rainfall experienced 
during the past two months. 


Heavy rains were experienced in British Guiana almost 
every day during the four weeks ended December 19. Cable 
advices since received report a further very heavy rainfall 
on the night of January 7, resulting in considerable damage 
being done to cultivation; country districts have been badly 
flooded, with heavy loss of livestock and ground provisions. 
The Government have placed a temporary embargo*on the 
export of rice. Exports of the Colony’s products in 
January-November, 1933, were valued at 8,475,902 dollars, 
and imports into it at 6,638,797 dols., as compared with 
8,923.299 dols. and 6,349,114 dols., respectively, in the first 
eleven months of 1932.—Barclays Bank (Dominion, Colonial 
and Overseas). 


CANADA 
APPLE SHIPMENTS 


The High Commissioner for Canada in London has been 
officially advised by cablegram from Ottawa that between 
January 4 and 10 91,500 boxes and 71,200 barrels of 
Canadian apples were shipped to United Kingdom ports. In 
addition 8,400 barrels of apples went to Antwerp, 8,100 to 
Hamburg, and 700 to Stockholm. 


The movement of apples from the Annapolis Valley to 
Halifax for export since the beginning of the season totals 
992,155 barrels, 27,896 half-barrels, 442 boxes and 703 
hampers, as compared with 351,789 barrels, 16,712 half- 
barrels, 484 boxes and 447 hampers for the same period of 
the previous year. Apples moving through the Port 
Williams gateway to overseas markets total 25 cargoes this 
season, comprising 416,467 barrels, 4 half-barrels and 151 
boxes, compared with 8 cargoes, carrying 124,341 barrels, 
584 half-barrels and 440 boxes during the same period the 
year before.

SOUTH AFRICA 
IMPORTS AND EXPORTS IN DECEMBER 


The Department of Customs and Excise advise that the 
total imports through all Union ports for the month of 
December amounted in value to £4,818,000, as compared 
with £2,910,000 for the corresponding month of 1932. 
Total exports were valued at £6,742,000, as compared with 
£5,330,000, made up of merchandise, £2,617,000, as against 
£1,973,000; gold bullion and gold specie, £4,001,000, as 
against £3,251,000; and diamonds, £124,000, as compared 
with £106,000.—Standard Bank of South Africa (Pretoria 
Office). 


TRADE CONDITIONS 


The general managers of the Standard Bank of South 
Africa supply the following information regarding trade 
conditions in the Union of South Africa :— 

Retail trade in December greatly exceeded that in 
December of the previous year, particularly at Johannes- 
burg, and though general business is now seasonally quieter 
trading conditions are easier and the New Year has opened 
with an atmosphere of growing confidence owing to the 
mainly favourable outlook for gold mining, the continued 
rise in prices for farm products and the promise of Govern- 
ment assistance to rehabilitate the agricultural industry. It 
is intended to extend the Farm Mortgage Interest Act by a 
further twelve months. 


In spite of torrential rain and floods over large areas the 
farming position generally continues to improve and the 
area sown with summer crops is expected to be normal. 
The locust invasion is serious, but so far little damage has 
been done to crops and grazing except in Zululand and 
Northern Transvaal. 


Foreign TrapeE: Gotp OvrTput 


It is estimated that the foreign trade figures for 1933 will 
show a surplus of exports of about £44 million compared 
with £36 million and £18 million for 1932 and 1931, respec- 
tively.

The Transvaal gold output in December, when there were 
25 working days, was 894,156 fine ozs. with a value, includ- 
ing the premium, on the basis of 125 shillings per ‘fine 0Z., 
of £5,588,475, as compared with 980,618 fine ozs. and a 
standard value of £4,165,400 for December, 1932, when 
there were 26 working days. Compared with November the 
daily average output increased by 1,210 fine ozs. and the 
number of natives employed by 2,082. The total production 
for 1933 was 11,017,495 fine ozs. of an estimated value, with 
the premium, of over £67,000,000, against 11,553, 564 fine 
ozs. and a standard value of £48, 587,782 for the previous 
year. 


Railway earnings from April 1 last year to January 6 
amounted to £18,128,375, or £1,128,375 above the Budget 
estimate, as compared with £15, 640, 620 for the correspond- 
ing period of the previous year.

Wool supplies are below normal for the time of year and 
competition is very keen from all sections of the trade. The 
local market is very firm and prices have advanced 10 per 
cent. since the turn of the year. 

The mohair market is quiet but firm; prices are un- 
changed. 


Hides are stronger and prices rising; the tone of the 
market is good. The sheepskin market has reacted to the 
improvement in wool and prices are 10 to 15 per cent. 
higher than in December. Large offerings of both hides 
and skins are being readily absorbed. 

Supplies of wattlebark are increasing but oversea 
demand is slight. The extract market remains quiet. 


SUGAR AND FRUIT 


The estimate of the sugar crop is now 390,400 short tons. 

A record deciduous fruit season as regards quantity is 
anticipated and the quality of exports is assured by stricter 
Government inspection. Exports in December consisted of 
484,843 packages against 363,128 packages in December, 
1932. Exports of dried fruit in 1933 totalled 16,542,650 
lbs., as compared with 13,328,118 lbs. in 1932. The increase 
was entirely in sultanas and raisins. 


Retail trade in soft goods is very satisfactory, particu- 
larly at the cash bazaars. Wholesale business is seasonally 
quiet but steady, and an improvement is expected during 
1934.

There was, therefore, an active actual balance during the 
month under review of 9°6 million peng6, in comparison 
with one of 4-2 million pengé during the same month of 
1932. 


In the first ten months of last year imports amounted to 
255°2 million pengé (271-5 million pengé in the same period 
of 1932), while exports amounted to 310-7 million pengoé 
(264-3 million pengé). The balance of trade for the first 
ten months of 1933, in comparison with a passive balance 
of 7-2 million pengé during the same period of 1932, resulted 
in a surplus of exports amounting to 55-5 million peng6. 


During October, 1933, in comparison with October, 1932, 
there was a considerable reduction in imports of coke, paper 
goods and coal, while there was an increase in the number 
of ships brought in for repair and in the import of raw 
tobacco, cut and sawn wood, metals, aniline dyes and raw 
hides. 


In exports there was a considerable increase in wheat, 
fresh fruit, pigs and feathers, while there was a reduction 
in pigs’ fat and bacon, as well as cattle.

SWEDEN 
ECONOMIC CONDITIONS 


During the third quarter of 1933 economic conditions in 
Sweden showed continued improvement. Employment rose 
to 2-94 (3 = good average) from 2°69 during the second 
quarter and 2:30 in the first quarter, this figure being the 
highest recorded since the third quarter of 1930. The im- 
provement was perceptible in most branches of industry, 
although the recovery was, in some cases, relatively 
inconsiderable. 

Developments on the timber market were comparatively 
favourable. Prices were firm both for sawn and planed 
redwood and whitewood goods, and sales were satisfactory. 
With regard to the latter, at the end of October about 
780,000 standards were sold, or about 130,000 standards in 
excess of the previous year’s figure, and as the sawmills 
seemed to be practically sold out it appeared unlikely 
that any considerable increase on the above total would be 
reached. In comparison with 1932, last year’s export will 
probably show an increase of about 100,000 standards. Ship- 
ments to all the more important markets were brisk, and 
showed a considerable increase over exports to Great 
Britain, the Netherlands and British South Africa in 1932. 

Since the paper pulp mills were almost sold out in August, 
owing to limitation of production and to the satisfactory 
sales made during the spring and summer, autumn sales 
were chiefly for 1934 delivery. The level of prices remained 
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practically unchanged, except for a slight rise on the 
American market. Shipments at that time of the year were 
almost double those of the corresponding period of 1932. 
In estimating the significance of this increase, the labour 
dispute in the paper pulp industry, which continued until 
August, should not be ignored. Even apart from the dis- 
pute, a considerable increase would have taken place. 


A gradual improvement has been-discernible in the iron 
industry during the last few months. In spite of labour 
unrest in the building trade, consumption in the home 
market has been promising. Export trade has shown a 
favourable development, with rising exports of both pig iron 
and steel, as well as a number of other products. In con- 
sequence it has been possible to maintain production at a 
considerably higher level than in 1932. In certain districts 
a severe shortage of water has hampered the iron industry. 


The total value of foreign trade from July to September 
showed marked expansion when compared with the trade 
of the corresponding period of 1932. As in the early summer, 
this expansion was due entirely to the increase in exports, 
since imports showed a decline. It should not be forgotten, 
however, that the labour dispute in the paper pulp industry 
affected the export figures for the preceding year. As a 
result of the development in foreign trade, the import sur- 
plus, which amounted in 1932 to 43-4 million kronor, was 
followed by an export surplus of 49-6 million kronor.— 
Swedish Consulate-General in London. 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
BUSINESS CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


Reports from trade and industry during the closing month 
of 1933 were the best since early summer, states the National 
City Bank of New York. 


Except for the holiday retail sales, December business 
news is not usually inspiring, since it reflects the disposition 
of business men to reduce inventories as the year-end 
approaches, and to curtail buying and productive activity 
accordingly. In the textile and other industries making 
goods of everyday consumption this curtailment was evident 
during the month, the cotton goods and hosiery industries 
having evoked the code authority to accomplish a uniform 
reduction in working hours. In steel, construction and 
automobiles, however, the reverse was the case. 


Steel, especially, turned in a notable performance. Re- 
sponding to an increase in shipping orders against contracts, 
the weekly rate of operations rose from the November aver- 
age of 27-3 per cent. of capacity to 34-2 just before the 
holidays. This was the first gain made during December in 
many years. Moreover, much business now maturing, in- 
cluding railroad and public works orders and automobile re- 
quirements after January, is still to reach the mills, which 
indicates that the gains will be well sustained. The scrap 
markets, always sensitive, have strengthened. 

Awards of building contracts in all classifications were 
greater than in November, the daily average increase in the 
first half of the month having been 40 per cent. Compared 
with a year earlier the increase was 200 per cent. The auto- 
mobile manufacturers increased production on new models, 
November sales being more than double those a year before. 
Dealers’ stocks are very low, and this industry will give 
steadily increasing support to general business in the next 
three months. 


Other measures of general business activity, including 
freight car loadings and electric power production, made a 
better showing than is normally expected in December. 
Rising totals of car loadings were reported in the first half 
of the month, an unusual occurrence thus late in the year. 


_ All this is evidence that a halting point has been reached 
in the decline in business which has been under way since 
last July. The improvement has come precisely where it 
is needed to give balance to the industrial situation, since 
it is in the heavy industries that most of the unemployment 
is concentrated. Moreover, the reports of Christmas retail 
trade have surpassed expectations, and are extremely 
heartening to some of the industries which have been cur- 
tailing since summer for want of a better consumer demand. 
Department store sales made their best showing since 
August. The gain in dollar sales during the first half of 
December, as compared with 1932, was 18 per cent., accord- 
ing to a survey by the National Retail Dry Goods Associa- 
tion, and other reports indicate that during the second half 
of the month the increase may have been larger. Figures 
for the mail order houses and general merchandise chains 
for November show that sales were in some cases 25 per 
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cent. larger than a year before, and the December reports 
are favourable. 

These gains, to be sure, are accounted for in considerable 
degree by higher prices; but the figures are impressive by 
contrast with the three months preceding, when the gain in 
dollars was nominal and the volume of goods moved was 
obviously much below the corresponding 1932 levels. 


HoperuLt OvuTLooK FoR First Quarter oF 1934 


Business sentiment has been encouraged by these reports. 
Despite existing confusion and uncertainty, merchants and 
manufacturers in nearly all lines see reason to look forward 
hopefully to the early months of 1934. Since last mid- 
summer the surplus of goods put on the market during the 
short-lived boom has been reduced, and as the necessary 
adjustments of supply and demand are completed in each 
industry each may be expected to show improvement, such 
as has already occurred in steel. Along with this natural 
recovery, the stimulating effects of the Government expendi- 
tures in the construction industries, and through the Civil 
Works Administration and other channels, will be experi- 
enced in increasing degree as spring approaches. These 
are two influences for better business in the quarter. 

The Guaranty Trust Company of New York reports that 
the adjusted index of Department store sales in December 
was 68, as against 65 in November and 70 in October. 

The farm price index on December 15 was 68, as against 
65 a month earlier and 52 a year before. The index of prices 
paid by farmers for commodities on December 15 was 118, as 
against 117 a month earlier and 103 a year earlier. 

Professor Irving Fisher’s index of wholesale commodity 
prices both for the week ended January 13 and the preceding 
week was 72-0, as against 71:8 the fortnight before; the 
highest figure for the current movement was 72-2 for the 
week ended October 14 last.

EXPORTS OF WOOL IN NOVEMBER, 1933

Sweden, 82 bales; making a total of 15,403 bales. 

Exports for the period October 1 to November 30, 1933, 
amounted to 16,349 bales, of which Great Britain took 8,898 
bales, the United States 2,095 bales, Italy 1,230 bales, Ger- 
many 1,229 bales, Holland 1,204 bales, Belgium 760 bales, 
France 463 bales, Japan 388 bales and Sweden 82 bales. 

The increase as compared with the corresponding period 
of the previous season amounted to 2,536 bales. 

The following are the principal variations by countries 
for the first two months of the present season (October- 
November, 1933) as compared with the previous season :— 
Great Britain, + 6,889 bales; the United States, + 2,095 
bales; Japan, + 341 bales; Sweden, — 26 bales; the Soviet 
Union, — 44 bales; Argentina, — 59 bales; Belgium, — 95 
bales; Holland, — 711 bales; Italy, — 1,448 bales; France, 
— 1,680 bales; and Germany, — 2,419 bales.

LATVIA—LITHUANIA 
TREATY OF COMMERCE AND NAVIGATION 


The following is a summary of the more important pro- 
visions of a Commercial Treaty between Latvia and Lithu- 
ania which was signed at Riga on December 1, 1933. The 
Treaty entered into force immediately upon exchange of 
ratifications on December 21, 1933. 


With regard to the treatment of subjects, the Treaty pro- 
vides that the subjects of each party, admitted into the 
territories of the other are, on conforming to the local laws, 
to enjoy the same rights as nationals in regard to residence, 
travel, the exercise of commercial activities, the enjoyment 
of legal protection and the possession of property. In 
regard to the acquisition of property, however, most- 
favoured-nation rights only are accorded. 

National treatment is accorded in regard to all forms of 
taxation. 


Companies constituted according to the laws of each party 
are to be admitted and may become established in the terri- 
tories of the other on conditions applicable to companies of 
the most-favoured-nation. 

The following articles of Latvian origin, on importation 
into Lithuania, are to receive the benefit of reductions in 
duty to the extent indicated.

130 (1), ultramarine, washing blue, ex Tariff No. 131, 
white lead and zinc, white, ex Tariff No. 132, red lead, ex 
Tariff No. 167 (1) pumps for water, ex Tariff No. 169 (5) 
incandescent lamps and ex Tariff No. 173 (5c), patent 
axles, duties reduced by 50 per cent.; ex Tariff No. 177 (2), 
wallpaper, duty reduced by 50 per cent. for a contingent of 
60 tons per annum; ex Tariff No. 183, single cotton yarn 
up to No. 36 English, duty reduced by 30 per cent., and 
cotton yarn, twisted, up to No. 36 English, duty reduced by 
25 per cent., within a total annual contingent for single and 
twisted together of 288 metric tons; ex Tariff No. 173 (3), 
bicycles, duty reduced by 50 per cent. for a contingent of 
220 machines; ex Tariff No. 88 (3), rubber shoes (galoshes), 
duty reduced from 3 to 2°50 lits per kilog. for an annual 
contingent of 100,000 pairs; ex 117 (4), pure unrefined oils 
for industrial use, of cocoanut, palm and other plants, duty 
reduced from 0°35 to 0-28 lit per kilog. for an annual con- 
tingent of 150 metric tons. 

An annual contingent of 4,000 metric tons is fixed in 
respect of cement, of 500 metric tons for various kinds of 
paper and cardboard of kinds not manufactured in Lithu- 
ania and of 3,000 tons for superphosphates. 

The following articles of Lithuanian origin on importa- 
tion into Latvia are to receive the benefit of reductions in 
duty to the extent indicated. 

Ex Tariff No. 5, onions, duty reduced by 75 per cent. for 
an annual contingent of 40 metric tons; Tariff No. 40 (1), 
horses over one year old, duty reduced from 60 to 30 lats 
per head for an annual contingent of 5,000 head; ex Tariff 
No. 149, screws of non-ferrous metals, ex Tariff No. 151, 
rivets (iron and steel), ex 153 (3), screws, nuts and bolts 
(iron and steel), ex Tariff No. 154, buckets of sheet iron and 
steel, ex Tariff No. 161, flat irons, ex Tariff No. 151 and 
153, stoves, ex Tariff No. 169, Bergmann tubes, duties re- 
duced by 75 per cent.; ex Tariff No. 88, galoshes, duty re- 
duced from 2 to 1-25 lats per kilog. for an annual contin- 
gent of 100,000 pairs; ex Tariff No. 117, pure unrefined oils 
for industrial use of cocoanut, palm and other plants, duty 
reduced from various rates to 0-14 lats per kilog. for an 
annual contingent of 150 metric tons. 

Annual contingents are also granted for fresh garden 
berries (40 tons), bone glue (1 ton), raw sheep skins (50 
tons), oak parquetry, friezes and cornices (150 tons), flax 
seed (3,000 tons), and superphosphates (3,000 tons). 

Most-favoured-nation treatment is accorded in regard to 
Customs duties generally and in regard to the collection of 
duties and all Customs rules and formalities. Exceptions 
are, however, provided for in the case of— 


(1) Favours accorded to neighbouring States to facili- 
tate frontier traffic; 

(2) Favours resulting from a Customs union; 

(3) Special favours accorded by Lithuania to Estonia; 

(4) Special favours accorded by Latvia to Estonia, Fin- 
land and the U.S.S.R.

National treatment is accorded in regard to all matters of 
internal taxation. 
Commercial travellers and their samples are to be treated 
on a most-favoured-nation basis. 


Subject to the usual exceptions each party agrees not to 
impede the commerce of the other by the imposition of 
prohibitions or restrictions. 

National treatment is accorded by each party to the ship.

tions, for example, in the case of fishing, coasting trade, 
pilotage services, etc.

KEY INDUSTRY DUTY: EXEMPTION OF 
ALCOHOL AMIDO-ETHYL 


By the Safeguarding of Industries (Exemption) No. 1 
Order, 1934, dated January 12, 1934, made by the Treasury 
under Section 10 (5) of the Finance Act, 1926, the following 
goods have been exempted from Key Industry Duty in- 
posed by Section 1 of the Sateguarding of Industries Act, 
1921, as amended by the Finance Act, 1926 :— 

Such alcohol amido-ethyl as is not entered under the 
Customs Acts before January 20, 1934, or which has not 
been removed from a bonded warehouse before that 
date. 


The exemption remains in force for a period ending on 
December 31, 1934. 

Importations of alcohol amido-ethyl exempted from Key 
Industry Duty under this Order become chargeable with 
duty under the Import Duties Act, 1932. The words 
‘‘ Exempt from Key Industry Duty under Treasury Order 
of January 12, 1934,’’ are to be inserted in the Customs 
entry for any such goods in respect of which exemption from 
Key Industry Duty is claimed. 

The Order involves an amendment to Part 6 (Key In- 
dustry Duty) of the Customs and Excise Tariff dated 
January 1, 1934, at page 158.

FEDERATED MALAY STATES

LEVY ON CERTAIN EXPORTED TOBACCO 


With reference to the notice in the “‘ B.T.J.’’ of May 25 
last (page 839) regarding the Southern Rhodesia Tobacco 
Levy Act, 1933, which provides, inter alia, that every 
grower of tobacco shall pay an annual levy, at a rate not 
exceeding one-tenth of a penny per pound, on every pound 
of tobacco grown by him and either sold to manufacturers 
in the Colony, manufactured by him, or exported from the 
Colony in an unmanufactured state, it should be noted that 
Notice No. 741, dated November 24 last, fixed the rate of 
the levy payable in terms of the above-mentioned Act at 
one-twentieth of a penny per pound in respect of all tobacco 
reaped in the year ended December 31 last. 


UGANDA 


TAX ON IMPORTED PACKAGES 


The Uganda Tax on Imported Packages Ordinance, 1933, 
which is on the lines of Ordinances recently enforced in 
Kenya and Tanganyika Territory, levies a tax of 25 cents 
on every package imported into Uganda, with certain ex- 
ceptions. For the purpose of the Ordinance ‘‘ package ’’ 
means any cask, case, bale, bundle, shook, parcel or other 
unit in which goods are imported. 

Among the goods exempted from the payment of the tax 
are goods imported through the post; timber, tiles, bricks, 
coal, cement clinker, oil and other goods which in the 
opinion of the Commissioner of Customs are deemed to be 
imported in bulk. 

Legal Notice No. 163 of 1933 fixed December 1 last as the 
date upon which the Ordinance was to come into operation. 
It is to continue in force until December 31, 1934, and 
thereafter as fixed by proclamation.

ARGENTINA 
EXPORT OF FLOUR 


The ‘‘ Boletin Oficial’? (Buenos Aires) for December 11 
contains a Decree dated November 30 which prohibits as 
from December 7 the exportation from Argentina of flour 
containing substances known as ‘‘ chemical improvers.’’ 


AUSTRIA 


DUTY ON CERTAIN EDIBLE OILS 
(AGREEMENT WITH HUNGARY) 


The ‘‘ Bundesgesetzblatt ’’ of December 31, 1933, contains 
an Order dated December 23 which enforces provisionally 
as from January 1, 1934, an Exchange of Notes amending 
the Austro-Hungarian Commercial Treaty of December 21, 
1932. As a result hydrogenated edible oils falling under 
Tariff No. 74 (B), which were formerly duty-free under the 
provisions of the above-mentioned treaty are now dutiable 
at the rate of 10 gold kronen per 100 kilogs.

FRENCH WEST AFRICA 

INSTITUTION OF ‘‘ OCTROI DE MER ”’ DUTIES 

A recent issue of the ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ (Paris) contains 
a Decree approving a measure of the Government of French 
West Africa instituting, as from July 1 last, an “ octroi 
de mer ’’ duty, payable in addition to the Customs duty 
and other taxes, on goods of any origin imported into or 
consumed in Senegal (including Dakar). The general rate 
of the octroi duty is 6 per cent. ad valorem, but a number 
of goods are exempt or pay special rates, for example, 
guinea and similar cloths pay 0-034 fr. per metre. Particu- 
lars of the rate of duty on any other goods may be obtained 
from the Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen 
Street, London, S.W. 1.

TARIFF MODIFICATIONS (1934 TARIFF) 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Heising- 
fors has forwarded copy of a Law dated December 30, 1933, 
and of a Decision of the Council of State of the same date, 
which provide that the Customs Tariff in force during 1933 
is to be applied during 1934 with certain amendments. The 
amendments resulting from the Law and Decision are shown 
in the following statement. Many of the new duties (marked 
in the statement with an asterisk) are not applicable to 
goods imported into Finland from the United Kingdom and 
other countries enjoying most-favoured-nation treatment in 
Finland, since provision has been made in the Trade Agree- 
ment of September 29, 1933, between the United Kingdom 
and Finland for more favourable treatment. 


In some cases not shown in the statement power has been 
conferred on the Council of State to increase the duties 
of the Tariff up to four times the basic rate, but this power 
has not so far been exercised. The goods affected are as 
follows, viz.:—-Sewn and other textile articles (No. 302); 
tarpaulins and sails (No. 304); sacks, new (No. 306); iron 
and steel sheets (Nos. 525, 526 and 527); aluminium articles, 
not specially mentioned (No. 629); oil break switches (No. 
672); and certain mineral colours (No. 845).

REFUND OF SALES TAX ON EXPORTED 
WOOLLEN GOODS 


The ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale ’’ (Rome) of January 11 contains 
a Ministerial Decree dated December 16 which prolongs 
until June 30 next the validity of the Decree of Decem- 
ber 15, 1932, which provided for a refund of part of the sales 
tax (tassa di scambio) levied on woollen goods in Italy 
when such goods were re-exported before December 31, 1933. 


IMPORT PROHIBITIONS 


A Ministerial Decree, dated January 11, and published 
in the ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale ’’ (Rome) for January 16, makes 
further additions to the list of prohibited imports specified 
in the schedule annexed to the Royal Decree-Law of 
November 14, 1926. 
The Ministerial Decree, which is issued under powers con- 
ferred by the Decree-Law of December 21, 1931 (see the 
“B.T.J.’’ of January 28, 1932 (page 138) ), covers the 
following commodities :— 
Fresh olives (Tariff No. 118); 
Yarns, single, and tissues of linen (Tariff Nos. 152 and 
160) ; 

Agricultural machinery (Tariff No. 407); 

Machines for the manufacture of paper and cardboard 
(Tariff No. 409);

(Tariff No. 411); 

Machines for the printing, etc., industry, excluding those 
for typefounding and composing (Tariff No. 412);

Nitric acid (Tariff No. 672 1); 

Isinglass, natural or artificial (gelatine) (Tariff No. 

803 b); 

Pieces (tavole), bags, cases, croct, carpets, covers and mats 

of hides and skins, tanned with hair (Tariff No. 824) ; 

Caps: of felt, of knitted materials, of velvet or of other 

fabric without trimming, or lined only (Tariff No.

In the case of goods coming from countries which make 
a charge for the issue of permits for the import of Italian 
goods a special fee will be levied for the issue of licences 
for the import of ‘‘ prohibited ”’ goods into Italy. Particu- 
lars of these charges which, in some cases, are higher than 
the Customs duties may be obtained from the Department 
of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, London, S.W. 1. 


CUSTOMS DUTY INCREASES 


The Commercial Counsellor to H.M. Embassy at Rome 
reports, by telegraph, that a Decree has been issued increas- 
ing the Customs duties levied on the importation of the 
following goods into Italy, as from January 22:—Sewing 
machines, motor cars of all kinds, bodies for motor cars, 
internal combustion engines, spare parts for motor cars, 
glass or crystal, bromium oxide, metallic bromides, shoes 
and overshoes of rubber, and fresh and salted butter.

IMPORT RESTRICTION ON CARPETS AND

cial Secretary to H.M. Legation at The Hague reports that, 
in virtue of Ministerial Order J.A. 1175 of January 11, 
1934, cloths of an area of less than 4 sq. metres, patterned 


- on one side, made wholly of cotton, have been removed from 


the list of goods (see notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of January 11, 
1934 (page 71)) specially exempted from the above- 
mentioned restriction. 


NORWAY 


EXPORT OF HERRING 


With reference to the notice in the “‘ B.T.J.’’ of Janu- 
ary 4, 1934 (page 28), and previous notices, H.M. Repre- 
sentative at Oslo reports that by a Royal Resolution issued 
on January 5 the exportation of salted large herring or 
salted spring herring has been prohibited until January 1, 
1935, unless the herring is intended for such exportation by 
one of the fishermen’s organisations recognised by the 
Ministry of Commerce, the Large Herring Association, or 
the Large Herring and Spring Herring Association. 


PORTUGAL 


CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 


The “ Diario do Governo ” (Lisbon) for January 11 con- 
tains a Decree (No. 23,451) which raises the following new

PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Madrid 
reports, by telegraph, that the rate of surcharge for the 
period January 20 to 31 in respect of import and export 
duties, Customs fines, etc., paid in Spanish silver coins or 
notes of the Bank of Spain has been fixed at 135-27 per cent. 

[This applies to 75 per cent. of the duties, the remaining 
25 per cent. as notified in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of January 2, 1930, 
being payable in gold coin or in gold currency cheques drawn 
on or endorsed by qualified Spanish banks or foreign banks 
established in Spain.

The latest issue of the Journal of the Institute of Metals 

is in effect a ‘‘ Silver Jubilee ’’ number in that it contains a 

record of the Institute’s twenty-fifth anniversary meeting, 

recently held in Birmingham. It incorporates the papers read 
at that meeting and a verbatim account of the discussions. 

The papers—fourteen in number—cover a wide field of metal- 

lurgical work. They begin with one by Dr. W. Rosenhain, 

F.R.S., in which he traces—quite appropriately at such a 

gathering—‘‘ Some Steps in Metallurgical Progress, 1908-33.” 

Dr. Rosenhain was one of the three contributors of papers at 

the recent meeting who had presented communications to the 

Institute at its first meeting—also held in Birmingham—a 

quarter of a century ago. The other authors thus distin- 

guished were Dr. G. D. Bengough, whose paper on magnesium 
alloy protection is reproduced in the volume under review; 
and Dr. O. F. Hudson, whose communication, similarly repro- 
duced, is entitled ‘‘ Wear in the Polishing of Plated and Other 

Surfaces.’’ Many of the other papers > Bee with subjects of 

special importance to those engaged in the metal industries of 


the city in which the Silver Jubilee meeting was held.: 


Notable among these is Mr. W. R. Barclay’s autumn lecture

British Standard Definitions of Gross and Net Calorific Value 
(B.S. No. 526-1933). 


Arising out of the resolution made at the London Fuel Con- 
ference in 1928, consideration is now being given by the 
International Standards Association (ISA) to the setting up 
of international standards dealing with the definition of gross 
and net calorific values of solid, liquid and gaseous fuels. 
The British Standards Institution accepted the invitation of 
the World Power Conference to undertake to present the 
British viewpoint as to what was the practice in Great Britain 
in regard to the definitions of the terms “‘ gross ’’ and “ net ”’ 
calorific value and the way in which they were used. 

The British Standards Institution decided that its recom-

METHODS OF ADDRESSING ENQUIRIES 


The Department of Overseas Trade invites applications 
for assistance from manufacturers and exporters of United 
Kingdom goods who are desirous of initiating or extending 
Overseas connections, but it is desired to call attention to 
one or two points, the observance of which will facilitate 
the supply of the information required. 


When the enquiry concerns an Overseas market the 
applicant may, of course, apply direct to H.M. Trade Com- 
missioners or Imperial or other Trade Correspondents in 
the British Empire, and to H.M. Commercial Diplomatic 
or Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, but it is gener- 
ally advisable to communicate in the first instance with the 
Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, 
London, S.W. 1, as the information required is frequently 
already in the possession of the Department, and the delay 
involved in communicating with the officers abroad can 
therefore often be avoided. Should the information re- 
quired not be available in London, the Department will 
make all necessary enquiries abroad on the applicant’s 
behalf. 


When making application for information enquiries should 
clearly specify :— 
(1) The countries concerning which information is 
required ; 
(2) The precise kinds of goods; and 


(3) The particular point in regard to which the infor- 
mation is sought. 


By following this method of making their enquiries as 
specific as possible applicants will materially assist the 
Department in its endeavour to supply the precise informa- 
tions required. 


FACILITIES OFFERED TO UNITED KINGDOM 
TRADERS 


The Department of Overseas Trade has at its command 
an extensive overseas Intelligence system, which comprises 
the Commercial Diplomatic and Consular Services in foreign 
countries and Trade Commissioners and Imperial or other 
Trade Correspondents in the Empire. 


From this Intelligence Service information on all subjects 
of commercial interest is received at the Department, where 
it is collated and classified in a form convenient for refer- 
ence, and is available to any firm trading in goods manu- 
factured in the United Kingdom upon personal or written 
application to the Department at 35, Old Queen Street, 
Westminster, London, S.W. 1. 


The information at the disposal of the Department is of 
a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as the 
following:—Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade 
products; Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender ; 
openings for United Kingdom trade abroad; general con- 
ditions prevailing in Overseas markets; demand for par- 
ticular articles abroad; nature and extent of foreign com- 
petition, and suggestions for meeting it; methods of distri- 
bution and marketing; credit conditions, terms of payment, 
etc., abroad; Foreign and Colonial importers of United 
Kingdom goods; firms or individuals considered suitable to 
act as representatives or agents for United Kingdom firms; 
Foreign and Colonial Tariff and Customs Regulations; 
statistics of Imports or Exports; forms of Certificates of 
Origin; regulations concerning commercial travellers; Con- 
sular Invoices; shipping and transport, etc.
